Pair held

TWIN FALLS - A Utah man was shot 
to death Friday night-while trying to pre- 
vent a scufTIc between neighbors at the El 
Milagro housing complex in south Twin 
Fails, according (o authorities. 

Police arrested two men shortly uficr 25- 
ycar-old Gustavo Quezada wa.s shot once 
in the chest with a small caliber-handgun, - 

; isatd Twin Falls County Prosecutor Richard 
Sevan. 

Oscar Jaco. 26. apparently a resident 
alien from El Salvador, was arrested on a 
warrant charging him with first-degree 
murder and attempted murder. Jesus 
Reyes-Jimenez, an illegal alien from Mexi- 
co. is charged in connection wiih_oiding 
and abetting the homicide. Bevan said. 

Police aren't sure what started the dis- 
pute. Quezada, apparently a resident alien 
of Utah, originally from Honduras, was 
visiting two brothers at apartment number 
35 at 1122 Washington St. Friday evening 
when Reyes-Jimenez was told to leave by 
some of the apartment's occupants, Bevan 
said. 

Rcycs-Jimcncz returned with Jaco. who. 
armed with a handgun, confronted a group 
of people in the yard. Bevan said. Rcycs- 
Jimcncz and Jaco lived in nearby- apart- 
ments at El Milagro. 

Witnesses told police Quezada started 
walking toward Jaco, his arms out- 
stretched in front of him, in an attempt to 
calm things down. Bevan said. 

“He was actively trying to keep the gun- 
fire from occuring," Beyon said. 

Witnesses hea^ a click, then gunfire as 
Quezada was shot in the chest, Bevan said. 
After the 8:20 p.m. shooting, Reyes- 
Jimenez and Jaco fled to Jackpot, Ncv., 
where they telephoned' someone locally for 
rnoney^ so they could leave the country, Be- 
van said.

Deep beneath the diy sagebrush 
along the Columbia River in 
Woslungton, scientists have found 
oibizorrc community of bacteria 
that live only on rock and water 
— the first example of the kind of 
life that might exist on Mars. 

The discovery, announced in 
“Priday’s Issuc'bTthe’journar" 
Science, also demonstrates what 
life mi^t have looked like on 
the Eai^ more than 2.8 billion 
years ago, before plants evolved 
and began pumping oxygen into 
the atmosphere. 

“It demonstrates the extremes 
in which life can survive, and 
demonstrates that life can truly 
survive. on the kind of materials 
and conditions that existed long 
ago,” said David Des Mamis, a 
researcher at NASA’s Ames 
Research Center in Mountain 
View who studies the oiriy Earth. 

He adde^ though, that the dis- 
coverers will have to do more 
work to prove conclusively that 
these bugs need only rock and 
water to survive — and get no 
outside help in the form of oxy- 
gen dr other nutrients trickling 
down from the surface. 

Christopher McKay, a 
NASA/Ames physicist who has 
been studying the possibility of life 
oh Mars, said he was thrillod when 
he heanj about the s&idy at a meet- 
ing last summer. He and two col- 
le^ues had proposed in 1992 that 
life iiu^ pei^ on Mors deep with- 
in hot sj^gs — and that, like 
these bacteria,, it would consume 
carbon dioxide and hydrogen. 

If the results of the study arc 
confirmed, this would be the first 
communi^ of living things ever 
found on Earth that' don't 
depend, even indirectly, on pho- 
to^thesis to survive. 

The bacteria were found on the 
Hanford Nuclear Reservation. 
Microbiologist Todd 0. Stevens 
and geochemist James P. 
MeKlnley of Pacific Northwest 
Labontoty have been prosp ectin g 
there for five years, tt^g to find 
microbes that might useful in 
cleaning up contaminated aquifers. 

Drawing water from welts, 
they found surprisingly lar^e 
numbers of microbes living in 
aquifers as deep as 1,300 yards, 
in water that had percolated 
down from the surface thousands 
of years earlier. Although con-, 
ventiona] food was scarce, up to . 
a million microbes teemed in a 
volume of water roughly the size 
of a su^ cube.

The samples will be baked in a 
shuttle furnace, and, hopefully, 
thanks to waghtlessncss, yield bigger 
and purer zeolite crystals than those 
produMd on Earth.

BURLEY - Aleyda and Eddie 
Guevara have accomplished with 
little effort what for many would 
have been a Herculean task. 

They’ve raised their two teen- 
age daughters, Erica and Jessica, 
.bilingually - in 86.6 percent 
Anglo Cassia County. 

Aleyda Guevara, who works in 
the Cassia County School 
District’s migrant program, was 
born and raised in a bilingual 
community on the Texas side of 
the Rio Grande Valley. 

She met her husband, Eddie 
Guevara, in Burley where he 
works for the J. R. Simplot 
Company. He spoke no English 
when they met. 

Their daughter Jessica, IS, is a 
little rustier in Spanish than her 
sister, Erica. 16, Aleyda Guevara 
said. Most of Jessica's current 
friends happen to use English 
most of the time. But both girls 
speak Spanish without an accent 
and with first-language proficien- 
cy, Aleyda Guevara said. 

Aleyda and Eddie Guevara say 
they didn't make a conscious 
effort to cultivate bilingualism in 
their children. 

“It's not hard because that’s 
how 1 was raised," she said. She 
spoke both languages at home os 
a child and with her own children 
05 they grew up. 

The Guevara children were 
' forced to speak Spanish with 
their father, however. Though - 
Eddie Guevara has learned to. 
speak English, he and the chil- 


dren speak Spanish to one anoth- 
er. 

In an area like Mini-Cassia, 
where English is dominant, chil- 
dren typically begin rejecting the 
minority language at a young age, 
said Ray Graham, a Brigham 
Yoilng University linguistics pro- 
fessor. 

Figures from the 1990 census , 
show that only 13 percent of the 
population of Minidoka and 
Cassia counties speaks Spanish at 
home. 

—“There arc dozens of diary 
studies of parents that document- 
ed the bilingual development of 
their children, and when kids got 
to be 2H to three, they began 
rejecting the non-community lan- 
guage,’’ Graham said. 

The rejection of the minority 
language by a child typically 
increases in intensity up to the 
early teen years, Graham said. 

But there ore cases where par- 
ents ddn’t give up and arc suc- 
cessful in cultivating bilingual- 
ism, he said. 

“The parents have to be really 
committed to it and they have to 
continue,” Graham said. 

The Guevaras are unusual 
bcMUse they succeeded witfiout a ' 
conscious effort, Graham said. 

"The foct that the father was 
monolingual Spanish probably 
helped,” he said. *■

John's and Hazel's Irish and Dan- 
ish heritage produced an unusual 
combination of strictness ond indul- 
gence when they became parents., 
“You never had chores until you 
were 6 or-7, but after you were old 
enough to do chores, you'd better 
get them done," Adams recalled.

Decision to leave child alone 
requif^tlfdug^ 


' Your-12-ycar-old daughter thinks 
she’s too old to attend n day-care pro- 
gram while you head off.to work. 

She's mature, responsible and 
doesn't give you much trouble. But is 
she old cnou^ to stay home by hasetf? 

“Boy that’s tricky.” says Kathy 
Haight, executive director of 
Oknloosa-Walton Child Care Services 
irre. in Fort Walton Beach. Flo. “It's o- 
very individual decision. 

‘TTicrc arc some 9-ycar-olds perfectly 
competent if left home alone,” she says. 
But “you can find a 12-year-old who is 
very insecure” in the same situotioa 

More than 40 percent of children 
nationwide are leA home alone at 
some time or another, according to- 
tbe American Academy of Child & 
Adolescent Psychiatry. Child protec- 
tion authorities agree that 10 . yeus of 
age is a general guideline for leaving 
children without ^ult supervision. 

However, parents must consider 
several issues — besides age levels 
— before leaving their kid unattend- 
ed. Hal^ says. 

Those indude maturity level, if nd^ 
bora are nearby, how the child feels 
. about being Icfl alone,' if he or she wonts 
to stiy alor^ and if a schedule or routine 


Your kids 

has been established for the child. 

“You certainly don’t want kids to. 
park thcniscivcs in front of a televi- 
sion.” she says. Instead, ask them 
"Wfiat qrc you going to do? 

How arc you going to spend your 
time?" 

The bottom linq: Don’t keep your 
kids at home just because il-will save 
you money. “I don't think it should be 
a financial decision,” she says. 

Carolyn Coruily is a resource and 
rcfctial parent counselor who helps 
families find appropriate day care 
options for.ihcir children.' 

“Most of the calls wc receive arc 
for the in-between age of 10 to 12 
parents concerned about leaving their 
child home alone,” she says. Conaty 
discourages parents to leave kids 
under ,12 home unsupcrviscd."Thnl 
needs to be a last resort and a lot of 
parents use it as a first resort.” she 
says. ‘ 11100 : arc other options.” 


Those include programs at the 
YMCA. boys and girls clubs and 
local recreation deportments, she says. . 

If none of those arc feasible, Conaty- 
goes over a check list with parents to 
help determine if their kids arc ready to 
be on their own. The list, provided by 
the Florida Committee for Prevention 
ofChild Abasc.asksthesequestioa3: : 

. * How docs the child fed about Ibc; 
situation? Lxxik' at the child’s age io 
relationship to growth, behavior and 
judgment. 

• How long will she be left alone? 
The first few times should be quite' 
^ort. You will be able to slay away— 
longcr.oncc she feels more confident 
about her safety. ' 

’ What ore the safety risks if your 
child is alone (fires, burglaries, acci- 
dcnls, etc.)? 

Staying home alone doesn’t have to ' 
be a mistime, says Jan Davis, family 
services director for o Florida child- 
care ogcncy “You’re going to see 
some son of independence encour- 
aged in these childi^” she soys. 

But don't expect your child to Icam 
by just throwing her into the situation, 
Conaty adds.

Only 6 percent of those surveyed 
plan to live off their estates or.sp«d 
^thcir.moncy. A fcw..plan tp_ttt^_Hsh 
a trust or leave everything to chanty. 
Only 2 percent have no plans. And a 
whopping 85 percent have a will.

Housing becomes specialized for seniors

Whether you’re already a senior citi- 
zen Or at an oge when you fantasize 
about retiring after mnnUhon-like work- 
.days, you’ll enjoy more choices in spe- 
cidiz^ housing than at any other time 
in hi^ory. Especially 'in what’s called 
bousing for active seniors. 

”Whot constitutes a senior citizen is 
beginning to move away from the 
seniors who survived the Depression 
era to seniors who ore willing to spend 
more money on themselves," said 
Annie Gerard, senior vice, president of 
Market IToftlcs in Costa Mesa, Calif., a 
housing consulting firm. 

‘'They still wont good value but 
allow themselves to enjoy the fruits of 
their labors." 

What’s cnobling today's generation 
of seniors to affonl more is their beneftt 
fiom the run-up in real estate prices 
bvcrthrcc or four decades. Gerard said. 
They arc more willing to spend a few 
dollars more to live tn developments 
that meet their needs. 

That includes larger homes with 
5[Xice for visiting relatives and a variety 
ofhousing — detached and attached — 
and amenities for “active seruors.” 


“Part of that definition of active 
senior could begin with saying they ore 
usually people between 5S and 65, 
though that’s not a hnid ond fast rule," 
soid Nick Nicholson, a marketing rep- 
resentative for Palmia, a senior-citizen 
development in Mission Viejo, Calif. 

The age-restricted Community is 
about one-third complete. -About 900 
units will be built there. Attached hous- 
es are available for those who wont less 
. maintenance and more freedom, 
Nicholson said. 

"These arc usually single people or 
couples who want to get out and travel, 
visit their children or go on cruises," 
Nicholson said. Forty units have ameni- 
ties for the disabled. 'Ilic walkway to 
each unit’s wheclchair-wide front door 
is gradually sloped, with no traditional 
front stoop. The homes ore one story, 
with bathrooms large enough to 
maneuver a wheelchair and roll-in 
showers in the master bathroom. 

The detached homes,' with 1,200- 
2,300 square feet, are aimed at buyers 
who are moving down — but not too 
far — in size. 

Overall, the dwellings ore larger than 
those at Leisure World developments in 
Southern California. 


While Leisure World has some two- 
bedroom or threc-bedioom homes, most 
ofit is otic-bedroom, Gerard said. "That 
reflected the thinking of the time. There 
weren’t a lot of provisions made for n 
son or daughter or a'fncnd to visiL" 
Leisure World was built 30 years 
before Paftnia, Gerard said. ; 

“Since Leisure World was built, 
senior-citizen housing has really 
changed. For example, if you tour 
Wmia and then Leisure Worid, you'll 
notice that Palmia has a mixture of 
housing, but almost nil of it is larger 
than most Leisure World homes.” 

At Palmia, some detached homes 
have second floors, and all have two- 
car garages. 

Location and security remain impor- 
tant considerations for buyers. 

"Oric of the other draws of Palmia is 
its location,” Nicholson said. “We’re in 
the midst of a major populv area. We 
have n tremendous number of residents 
who have bought here because they 
want to be near their children." 

That’s a reflection of society’s appar- 
ent refocus on the family, he said. 
"People frequently tell us that it’s 
important to keep ibetr families close 
together.”

You must deduct Social 
Security taxes from the wages, pay an equal amount 
because you are the employer, and send (he combined 
taxes to the Internal Revenue Service with a report of 
the total wages paid. The report form is available at 
any Internal Revenue Service office.

Personal computing gadgets 
are getting smaller and smaller. 
Mow small? Try 4.5 ouncc.s for 
Fnmklin Electronic Publi.shers* 
new Pocket Quicken device. 

You can easily slip Pocket 
Quicken into a shirt pocket or 
purse and carry your financial 
records anywhere you go. It’s a 
minicomputer, complete with a 
liny keyboard and screen. 

Quicken, produced by Intuit, 
is the hest'sclling personal fi- 
nances sofiware in jhc world. 
People have been using it on 
desktop compuieni for years. 

Now. if Pocket Quicken 
catches on, folks may be bal- 
ancing their checkbooks and 
scanning their credis card bal- 
ances on buses, at football 
games and even while standing 
in line at the movies. Pocket 
Quicken, which should .start 
showing up in stores soon, is 
expected to sell for about S89. 

You’re going to see more of 
this. Intuit and other manufac- 
turers arc trying to develop 
more application.s for their soft- 
ware, and they’re all eyeing the 
public'.s growing interest in so- 
called personal digital assis- 
tants. Tliey arc liny computing 
devices the size of calculators. 
They’re too small to replace 
home computers, but there is a 
market for popular software that 
can be operated on portable dc- i 
vices. I 

Pocket Quicken is an option 
for folks who may have some 
computing needs but don’t need 
a full-size computer. Conceiv- 
ably, you could manage your 
family’s finances on Pocket 
Quicken, but 1 wouldn’t recom- 
mend that. Because of its tiny 
size and limited storage capaci- 
(V, it’s better as an add-on for 
the Quicken on your home PC. 

Most of those electronic toys 
arc fun to play with, but there is 
an added advantage lo' Pocket 
Quicken: It works. Like most 
people. I’m out and about when 
I'm spending money. I’ll make 
notes on scraps of paper or in 
my checkbook and enter the 
data on my personal computer 
when I return home. Now 1 
place the information in Pocket 
Quicken. Using a cable that 
comes with Pocket Quicken. I 
transfer the data to my desktop 
computer’s Quicken. 

Pocket Quicken is a wonder- 
ful addition to the Quicken sofi- 
warc family. I’m using it to 
track business expenses iis well 
as many of the accounts 1 have 
on my Quicken software at 
home. 


Highest gains come to those who wait

You don’t have to risk your own 
life and limb on skis to appreciate 
the skill and daring of a downhill 
racer. Likewise, you don’t have to 
gamble on high-risk emerging mar- 
ket funds to admire the global expe- 
rience and insight of J. Mark Mo^ 
bius, the reigning guru of emerging 
market fund managers. 

Mobius, who has lived and 
worked in Asia for riTQr'c than 30 
years, manages S7.2 billion for a 
group of funds run by the franklin 
Templeton Group. He is best known, 
perhaps, ai the manager of Temple- 
ton Emerging Markets Fund, a 
closed-end fund, which had a five- 
year annualized return of 23.4 per- 
cent. That handily beat the 13.7 per- 
cent return for the MorgM Stanley 
Emerging Market Index. 

Although Mobius' five-year return' 
looks reasonable enough! it is equal- 
ly important to look at what hap- 
pened in each of those five years. In 

1990, the Templeton Emerging Mar- 
kets Fund was up 2.2 percent; in 

1991, up 70 percent; in 1992, up 2.8 
percent: in 1993. up 97 percent; and 
in 1994 down 9 percent. The feosi- 
or-famine return is the rutum of the 
business. 

Not surprisingly. Mobius is 
convinced that superior gains 
await investors who remain in 
emerging market funds for five

Mobius is keenly 'aware of 
, the risks. While Mobius 
spends most of his time flying 
around the globe looking for 
profitable Investments, he 
rarely goes any place without 
thinking about risk, in a recent 
book. 'The Inve^rs Guide to 
Emerging Markets,* Mobius 
listed these risks: 

• Political risks: the chance 
that political tunnoll in a coun- 
try — possibly leading to na- 
tionalization or expropriation 
— could wipe out the value of 
an investment - 

• Currency risks: the impact 
of changes in the value of a 
country’s currency. A recent 
example is the dam^e done 
to Mexican stocks by' (he peso 
devaluation. 

« Company risks: the poten- 


tial problems arising from 
management changes at a 
company, or from incorrect in- 
formation about a company's 
business. 

• Broker risks: the risks as- 
sociated with brokers who 
trade shares of a company at 
unfeir prices. 

• Settlement risks; the prob- 
lems encountered In trying to 
settle transactions, and In reg- 
istering, paying for and oblalrv 
• ir^ shares. 

• Safekeeping risks; risks 
associated -with exposure to 
local safekeeping agents or 
custodians who may not be 
providing proper security for 
the/r clients* shares. 

• Operationar risks: the risks 
arising from inadequate audit- 
ing or bookkeeping standards.

'Look, I want to moke money over 
the next two years quickly,* I would 
say, ’Keep out of emerging mar- 
kets,* ” Mobius said. 

The way' to. make money in 
emerging markets, Mobius said, is to 
be patient and to use a system called 
dollar-cost averaging, in (bis system, 
shareholders invest the same amount 


of money, in good times os they do 
in bad times, thus evening out their 
costs. 

Being a contrarian. Mobius would 
olso.likc to see investors put in addi- 
tional money when their fund is do- 
ing poorly. “By doing so,” he soid, 
“they give us money to invest at the 
best times — when things look bad." 

Mobius said his optimism is based 
on two long-term themes. One is the 


growth of developing countries. 
"I've seen how these countries have 
grown, so I’m quite convinced 
where we’re going," he said. The 
second is the global desire for peace. 
"1 believe the only way you’re going 
(0 have peace in the world is by hav- 
ing investment flows between coun- 
tries so people become mutually' ob- 
ligated.*’ 

Mobius is a frequent visitor to the 
countries in which he invests. Ask 
him where he makes his home And 
he replies: "Singapore, Hong JCong. 
Bombay. Johannesburg. Moscow 
and Buenos Aires.” He’s not'kid- 
ding. For Mobius, home is any hotel' 
room where he can hook up his fax 
machine and use a cellular phone to 
stay in touch with the world. 

It wos a student trip to Japan in 
1961 that propelled Mobius, 58, into 
a career as a global Investor. He , 
grew up and went to high School in 
Bcllmorc, N.Y., where he showed on 
interest in politics and drama. 

At Boston Universii)[, he studied 
communications ond tried his hand 
at television directing. He continued 
his studies at Kyoto University in 
Japan — where he decided lo even- 
luolly live in Jopan 'or elsewhere in 
Asio. In 1964, be Corned a Ph.D. in 
economics and political science 
from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Soon aflcrward, he be- 
gan working in Asia. 

Mobius climbed to the top ranks 


of globol investors in 1987 when h 
joined John .Templeton’s organize 
tion as its Far East director. Mohiu 
has 20 analysts who help him un 
cover interesting companies in 3; 
countries. Among the stocks Mobiu 
likes now ore Antofagasta Holding 
PLC. which mines copper in Chile 
Cheung Kong Holdings Ltd., , 
Hong-Kong based real-estate com 
pony; and Akabank, a leading Turk 
ish banking operation.’ 

At the moment, Mobius said, ihi 
best bargains arc in Hong Kong, .'be 
cause the market is below its high 
ond there arc many good companies 
I ,asked him what he expects wher 
the Chinese take over Hong Kong h 
1997. "We’ve concluded," he said 
"that there is no reason why Honj 
Kong will nor continue to prosper 
And it may even get an extra boos 
from becoming part of China," He 
expects to see o lot of people anc 
money flowing ocross the old bor- 
der. 

“The risk-reward balance is quite 
good,” he said. 

Next to Hong Kong. Mobius said, 
the best buys ore in Turkey, where 
Mobius has become something of a 
celebrity.

Consumers must still keep eye out for scams

WASHINGTON — In Connecticut lost 
year, an enterprising operator sent out 
"Speed Grams” promising recipients they 
would win $5,000 if they sent SI4.9S lo a 
rented post ofYlcc box in Bridgeport. Some 
3,000 people responded in 72 hours before 
authorities stepped in. 

In California, a developer sold undivided 
and undeveloped desert land to 450 people, 
mostly non-English-spcaktng Latinos, be- 
fore authorities stopped it. The company and 
several ofricers were ordered to pay 
$580,000 in fines and turn over $30 million 
in assets as restitution. 

In Pennsylvania, a plumbing company al- 
legedly required customers to pay $75 and 
agree to pay “office” and “leg^” fees before 
any evaluation or work was done. If cus- 
tomers refused to sign, or signed and later 
refused to authorize repairs, they were billed 
$700, 

If they complained to a consumer office or 
local police, they were billed another $200. 
Slate officials and the. company are now in 
court. 

In Florida, a company offered national ad- 
vertising to people trying to sell their cars 
and guaranteed a sale in 90 days. Consumers 
who paid a $200 to $250 fee and turned over ■ 
their car titles now say their cars weren't 
sold and they can’t get their money or their 
title back.

MCMINNVILLE, Ore. (AP) — 
Please forgive Kathy'Simonis for 
‘her propensity to rattle off with 
ease production numbers for the 
Diane's .Foo/ls plant in 
McMinnville. 

After 22 years of working her 
way tlirough the ranks from taco 
shell packager to plant manager, it 
has become second nature to know 
just about everything that occurs in 
the 42,000- square-fool warehouse. 

And with sales projected at a 
record S25 million in 1995, it 
becomes a bit easy to brag about 
»lhc company. 

'‘When I started, this building 
had just been put up. But,- it was 
nearly an empty warehouse,'’ 
Simonis said. 

“We are now bursting at the 
seams, and we need a new facility. 
But, that's not in the plans for the 
next few years.** 

The plant has three production 
lines for chips, two for taco shells 
and'two for com tortillas. Tonillos 
are made 24 hours, six days a 
week, while the other products are 
made 16 hours, five days a week. 

“We produce 2.400 pounds of 
chips on hour. 4,500 dozen com 
tortillas an hour and 300 pounds of 
taco shells on hour,** Simonis said. 

That translates into approximate- 
ly 875,000 pounds or chips, 1.8 
million pounds of tortillas and 
98,000 pounds of taco shells a 
month. 

Diane’s flour tortillas and salsa 
arc made in California and brought 
to the McMinnville plant for distri- 
bution. 

The plant, with 150 employees, 
distributes its goods throughout 
Oregon, Washington, Montana ond 
western Canada. 

Buyers range from mom and pop 
stores to major food chains to 
restaurants. 

Simonis, 44. said the populority 
of Mexican food is driving the 
high production, which has sent 
sales skyrocketing. 

Since 1992, sales have increased

"At first, Mexican foods were 
just a fad," said Simonis, who 
became plant manager in 1988. 
“But now, it's a staple, ia the 
American diet. People nn: eating 
peanut butter and jelly on flour tor- 
tillas. If you take a tortilla with 
cheese and salsa, you have a con- 
venient .snack.” 

. Diane's growth come.s as no sur- 
prise to Harvey Westby. a 
cofounder who named the compa- 
ny aflftr his daughter. 

"I knew it would happen. It wu.s 
just a feeling I had. When we first 
sold, it was really starting to grow 
then," said Westby, who still lives 
in McMinnville. 

Westby and Rudy Lundmark, a 
partner who died a few years ago, 
started the company in 1965. They 
used World War II surplus equip- 
ment from scrapped ships to begin 
operation in a 4,000-squarc-fool 
garage. 

Originally, they manufactured 
Lefsc, a Norwcgian-stylc potato 
pancake. But with sales occurring* 
only during the winter holidays, 
the men started making flour tor- 
tillas in 1967 to diversify. 

They'Sihonly started making com 
tortillas and taco shells, and they 
later began a chip line. 

The founders rqtircd in 1983 ond 
sold the company to Mission 
Foods Corp., which kept the 
Diane's name because of its recog- 
nition and trademark laws. 

Mission Foods is the leading 
manufacturer of tortillas in the 
United Stales, and it has a 40 per- 
cent market share with 1 1 plants 
across the country. 

“In Los Angeles, they arc pro- • 
ducing I million pounds (of tor- 
tillas) u day.” said Simonis. ”We 
are one of the smallest plants in the 
Mission chain. But in this small 
community we are pretty well 
known.”

NEW YORK (AP) — WhUc many 
other types of stock mutual funds are 
thriving, utility funds arc struggling 
through an identity crisis (hot began 
almost i^o.years ago. 

Utility stocks — electric power 
providers, natural gas companies ond 
some telephone businesses — were hit 
with a classic bear market in 1994 os 
the Federal Reserve tightened credit- 
ond interest rates rose. 

Even with the generous dividend 
yields provided by most utility stocks, 
the total return — price change plus 
dividends — of the average utility 
fiind was minus 8.87 percent in 1994, 
according to Morningstor Inc. in 
Chicago. 

That was much worse than the 1.54 
percent decline posted by 
Momingstor's average of all domestic 
diversified stock funds. 

*I^is year the utility funds hove 
recover^ somewhat, with a lilt from 
declining interest rates.. But the 18.93 
percent return they recorded over the 
first nine months of 1995 trailed well 
behind the 27 J4 p ercent return posted 
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Federated Investors in Pittsburgh. 

Furthermore, unlike bonds, utility 
shares offer the hope of future divi- 
dend increases. 

At the same time, though, powcrfttl 
forces of change are sweeping through 
the electric power industry, bringing 
deregulation, increased competition, 
even the prospect of mergers and 
other rcali^menis. 

To Wiles, that’s o situation full of 
opportunities. “I think electrics moke a 
lot of sense ot this stage of the gome,” 
ho says. “You’re finally going to Itave 
winners and losers. It makes it a lot 
more dynamic ond interesting sector." 


The trouble is, many yicld-con- 
scious investors are more concerned 
with stability than interesting opportu- 
nities, as they shwed when they 
bailed out of botrf^ond and utility 
funds last year. 

"The days of utility fimds being 
strictly low-volatility income allcma- 
lives to bonds arc probably over," 
says Volue Line. 

But if they want to appeal to a faster 
crowd, utility funds .also face an 
obstacle — their tendency, as evi- 
denced this year, still to underperform 
livelier categories of stocks in bull 
markets.

in 1993. Although the Federal 
. Reserve Board has begun casing 
' credit again, the economy is hardly 
weak chough to justify significantly 
lower short-term rates, most pros 
say. 

The. "federal funds" rate, the 
benchmark short-term rate main- 
tained by the Fed, was cut from 6 
percent to 5.75 percent in early 
July, the first reduction in three 
years. William Sullivan, economist 
ot Dean Witter Reynolds in New 
york, figures the Fed may shave 
another half-point off that rate over 
the next few months, if the econo- 
my stays, sluggish and if Congress 
and the White House seal a long- 
term plan to balance the federal 
budget. 

If Sullivon is right, money fund 
yields may bottom somdwherc 
north of 4.50 percent next year. If 
CD yields slide in tandem, money 
funds may still be an attractive 


alternative to locking up cash in 
CDs. 

But here’s the big question: Will a 
decline below 5 percent On the aver- 
age money fund's yield trigger a 
massive outflow of that money into 
slock and bond mutual funds, in 
search of better returns? 

Many investors have a threshold 
for pain with money fund yields, a 
return that simply becomes too low 
to endure. Whe^er a drop into the 4 
percent range will be enough to 
drive investors out of money funds 
remains to be seen. But recent histo- 
'ry suggests that if people begin to 


sour on money funds because of 
cheap yields, they won’t take that 
cosh back to the bonks and buy CDs. 

Instead, much of that dollar hoard 
is likely to be earmorked for stock 
and bond markets, both of which 
inevitably appear more ottractivc os 
short-term accounts appear less so. 

Combine further Fed rote cuts 
with a moderately growing econo- 
my, low inflation and a balanced- 
budget promise from Washington, 
and it's cosy to see a powerful new 
bull run on Wall Street — with 
small investors’ cash providing 
much of the fuel. 
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by the average U.S. diversified equity 
fund. 

“Utililies funds have lagged despite 
lower interest rates and strong gains 
for some telecommunicotions-iclc- 
phone slocks,” notes the Value Line 
Mutual Fund Survey. 

The jolt utility funds sufTcred in 
1994 prompted an outflow of 
investors' money thot slowly stabi- 
lized this ycor, but has only very 
recently showed signs of reversing 
itself. 

This sluggish recovery seems to 
reflect a basic question; Given the 
upheaval these rands have suffered 
lately, whot sort of investors rraresent 
their likely constituency in the raturc? 

Utility stocks and the funds thot buy 
them can still appeal to the yield-con- 
scious investor. Electric utility stocks 
were recently yielding about 6.7 per- 
cent on average compared to 6.4 per- 
cent for long-term Treosury bonds, 
notes Christopher Wiles, portfolio 
manager of the Fortress Utility and 
Liberty Utility funds advised by 
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MORTGAGE RATES

Arizona couple turns used clothing business into recycling empire 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — It could ' 
be coiled thrift chic. It could be 
called 0 great business. 

Kerstin and Spencer Block hove 
built a company with SIS million 
in annual sales by recycling fush- 
lonable clothing that otherwise, 
would be bound for the rag bag or 
the Salvation Army. 

Their Tucson>based Buffalo 
Exchange resale clothing shops 
helped foster a fashion revolution, 
Today, buying and selling used 
apparel carries no social stigma. 
h‘s no longer just the domain of 
the thriity, the poor and aging hip< 
pics. 

“Because it's so alTordable, you 
con change your whole wardrobe 
ever^ single season," said customer 
Jessica McCain, an artist who 
winds ^ ruining her clothes. “I 
can't airard to buy new clothes jll 
the time." 

The Buffalo Exchange trades in 
high-quality, stylish, used clothing. 

I Fashionable used apparel satisfies 
' "that lust for the good deal," said 
Annie Doherty, a Buffalo 
Exchange operations manager. 

A new Donna Koran suit that 
could fetch SSOO at Dillard's might 
be found in mint used condition for 
S3S to S60 at the Buffalo 
’ Exchange, she said. 

The Blocks stoned in 1 974 with 
a 380-square foot shop, paying 
SI 00 a month in rent. 

Twonty-onc years later, they 
have I3 stores in Arizona. 
Colifomia, Nevoda, New Mexico 
and Washington. The couple plan 
to open one or two more shops o i 
year and have gronted two fran- 
chises to former employees. j 

“People no longer want to throw . 
things away. They really want to t

"We’re seeing a 20 percent 
growth B year in our membership," 
said Adeic Meyer, manager of the 
Chicago-based National Associa- 


tion of Resale and Thri/t Shops, 
witli l.OCk) members and a mailing 
list of 15,000. 

Awareness of recycling and 
more frugal spending triggered the 
boom, and customers don't mind 
telling their friends and relatives 
their clothing is secondhand, she 
said. 


Fifteen percent to 20 percent of 
the clothing on the BufTiIo 
Exchange's neks is new closeout 
or overstock merchandise. The rest 
is bought from or traded by cus- 
tomers. Selectivity is the watch- 
word. Out of style, and it’s out the 
door. 

In fact, the company’s 240 


employees reject os much as 70 
percent of the clothes, shoes and 
accessories customers bring in. 
They’re tnun«| oot to turn people 
off while tumiqil them down. 

Customers arc told what their 
items will be sold for and are given 
the option of receiving 40 percent 
in cash, 60 percent in trade, a com- 
bination of. both or a coupon for 
later purchase. 

"Our shoppers lake most- 

ly trade," said Leslie LeCroy, a 
store asristant manager. "Our regu- 
lar shoppers come in mostly every 

day." 

It was Kerstin Block’s love of 
clothing and passion for stores and 
flea markets, "and the discoveay of 
the bidden treasure,7 that drew 
them the couple into business. 

*nhe idea of recyclinjg as o social 
benefit, as something that helps the 
environment, came later," said

Saviikgs bonds, while popular, still misunderstood 


NEW YORK (AP) — There arc no written 
stolcmcnts, no cash payments to reinvest, and, 
thanks to the many revisions over the years, no 
simple way for determining rates of return. 

Yet U.S. savings bonds — guilty of such 
‘ shoncomings while possessing several pluses 
— remain among the most widely held securi- 
ties nationwide. *rhcy may olso be the most 
widely mistinderstood. 

“The public pcrceptioit is that savings bonds 
are a simple investment that most people buy 
and tuck away in a closet and forget about," 
said Daniel J. Pedereon, author of “U.S. 
Savings Bonds: A Comprehensive Guide for 
Bond Owners and Financial Professionals." 

"But as you begin to research them, you real- 
ize they’re woy more complex than meets the 
eye." 

; Complex because there hove been several 
i^ucs, and accompanying rule changes, since 
the bonds were first sold in 1935 os a way to 
promote savings after the Great Depression. 
(Sales really took off following World War II.) 

The most recent rqvislon came earlier this 
' year, when the Treasury decided to do away 
with guaranteed minimum returns ond link 
interest rates to prevailing market conditions 
on the Scries EE issue. . 

The rale was set at 5.25 percent on May I ; 
the next adjustment takes place Nov. 1 . 

Undoubtedly, few of the 55 million U.S.

Railroad earns

. BETHLEHEM. Pa. (AP) — Paced 
by its axponding railroad operations, 
Union Pacific Corp, reported a $237 
million profit in the third quarter 
compared with a loss a year earlier. 

Union Pacific said Thursday its 
comings came to $1.15 n share in the 
three months ended September 30. In 
the same period a year ogo, the com- 
pany reported a $213 million loss, 
the equivalent of $1 .04 a shore. 

Revenue was $1.97 billion, up 
from $1.62 billion. 

Th'ereport includcd a $38 million 
- gain in railroad profits — due to' the 
impact of the Chicago ond North 
Western ocquisition last quaner — 
and a $2 million loss by Union 
Pacific’s Ovemite Transportation 
division. 

The compony rcporled earnings of 
$652 million in the first nine months, 
or 53.17 a shore, compared to $290 
million, or SL4I a share in 1994. A 
yeor ago, results Included a $433 
million loss from the sale of USPCI 
Inc., a hazardous waste subsidiuy- 
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in. And it rould take up to 18 years to reach 
fra value for some issues. 

Besides, most financial experts maintain, 
investors can often get better lemms with other 
securities, like stocks and stock fiinds, as well 
as Treasury bonds. 

Pederson, who also runs the Detroit consult- 
ing firm Savings Bond Informer, which pro-

bonds. They would rather train their employees 
in products that generate revemie for the bank," 
be said. '

bonds. Now they're trading junk. 

k national marketplace' for buying 
ar^ selling recyclable trash opened 
Tuesday at the Chicago Board of 
Trade. The first transaction: 
Weyerhaeuser Go. bought 100 tons 
of old newspapers from Oswego 
County, N.Y. 

- The venture promises to boost 
recycling by selling quality stan- 
dard and pubficizing prices for used 
paper, glass and plastics. It can help 
smoll towns with curbside collection 
programs find big buyers of rc'usable 
materials. 

"This is the biggest shot in the 
arm for recycling in this' country 
since municipal recycling efforts 
began in the 1970s," said Mark 
Lichtenstein, Oswego County’s 
trash manager and president of the 
Notional Recycling Coalition, which 
includes both buyers and sellers of 
recycloblcs. ^ 

• Eventually, the Board of Trade 
may launch futures and options con-', 
tracts for recyclables, turning old 
beer..bottIcs and. milk jugs into 
investment vehicles. 

The computerized system already 
has 60. subscribers. who paid $1,000 
each for access to its electronic bul- 


letin board. Users can ofTer or bid 
for materials or just check the prices 
at* which recyclables are trading. 

"With these transactions. Amcrico 
will take its recycling cfTorts from 
the current state, which are really 
-not unlike having a national yard 
sale, to an electronic marketplace for 
recycled goods," said David 
Cordiner, an assistant administrator 
at (he Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Currently, big companies buy 
most of their recyclable materials 
from brokers and commercial trash 
collectors with whom they hove 
contracts. But small local govern- 
ments arc often at tlie mercy of local 
dealers because tlicy Iacl2 knowledge 
of the value of tiicir materials else- 
where. 

In Washington .stale recently, cor- 
rugated cardboard was selling for 
$200 a ton'in Seattle but'just $35 in 
Spokane, according to David 
Dougherty, director of the Cleon 
Washioglon Center, n state environ- 
mental agency. 

Weyerhaeuser, a wood-products-

"Recycling is on investment, and 
whenever you con hook the supplier 
up to the end user, you minimize (he 
risk involved.” said Jason.

cidc whether they wont independence. 

Opinion polls say separatists 0 {)d federalists are 
virtually even, but the Inuit and Cree leaders arc 
nor waiting for the provincewide referendum.

The U.S. First Robotic Compedtion 
gives young people a chance to engage 
their imaginadoos and emotions as 
much as any ream sport.

“We have kids who ore going to 
MIT next year and kids who have been 
borderline students," said Rick Hen- 
dricks, a teacher at the Wilson School. 
“There’s something for every one of 
tiicm to do in this proJdcC and it devel- 
ops an incredible level of enthusiasm.” 

The thing that impressed me most 
about U.S. First was that it offered 
recognition of the talent — not the back- 
ground or social status— of the con- 
testants.
